Even the writ of liaht-as rorfus, 
a eonstitntional guarantee tluu hu¬ 
man life and liberty cannot be 
placed in jinpardy without the ac- 
ciised having the right to an im¬ 
mediate hearing, in order to de- 
tenninc whether he is iK-ing un¬ 
justly or fraudnlemly deprived of 
his liberty, has been refused him. 

The Constitution of the Cnited 
Slates says that "the privilege of 
the writ of Imhi'as corpus shall not 
be f-js[>cndrd" except in the cases 
of relK’llion or invasion by a foreign 
foe Yet the fight to liaheas corpus 
pniccedings has been denied Hay- 
wooil ami on apiK-al to the Cnited 
States Supreme Court that aujjpist 
IkKly eiccides that it will consider 
the matter in the I'all. le-aving Hay- 
wcxvl to languish in the prison m 
Idaho, deprived of his- lil<rtics 
meantime! And this is calleil 
inslice! If any of the rich men of 
the Standard t)il crowd, who really 
arc liack of the Maywooil [lerse- 
cution, were in jail and ilejiriveil of 
libertv, would the well-feil capital¬ 
istic justices of the .Supreme Court 
say, in effect, "let him remain in 
ihiraiice v*le until after we liave 
taken our precious vacations!" 

Did the framers of the Constitu¬ 
tion ever dream of such a miserable 
l>erversion of justice? Evidently 
iK)t. or they Would have added ail- 
diticHial guarantees.

Now, the fact is; tliat the .Xew Zealanders had public owner¬ 
ship of public utilities for ov -r 20 years before they trieil social re¬ 
forms and during the time of their greatest misery. So public owner¬ 
ship of public utilities did not make them pros|ierous. 

On the other hand, the mnservati'.e pajiers are also'wrong. for 
if Xew' Zealand had not tried these social refoniis. it would'now be¬ 
long to a few landlords, the sheep and the Maoris. 

New Zealand is a new country. It has an area about equal to 
Italy, with a ixqiuhition of aKnit 800.000. while Italy has forty 
times that number. .And Xew Zcalano tv^-imd to stand on its ,<rten 
feet and to work out its otou sahvf.'on, for the very reason that while 
It is “near .Australia.” this means that it is about as far from .-Aus¬ 
tralia as America is front Euroiw. .As one writer puts it. Xew Zea¬ 
land is "piotecteil from tidal waves of beat, cold, immigration, fa.sh- 
ion, speculation or invasion." 

The climate is .somewhat like the climate of Japan. It is varied 
enougt) to make it vigorous, yet it is mild and has no extremes. 

It is a queer country indeed. 1 1 has a crow that sings like a night- 
in^Ie, and a robin that neither has a red' breast nor can he sing. 
There is a native hen in New Zealand that is known to be a great rat- 
killer, and a cateqiillar that blossoms like a flow-er. Xew Zealand 
is exceedingly rich in iniiierals, jiarticul^ly in iron and in coal. It is 
claimed tliat it produces the liest iron in the world. They find the pure 
metal in the sand, instead of having to melt it out of the ore.

Just now there is a boom in Xew 2 !ealand—about in the same 
sense as there is ''prosperity” in .America. But only a few years ago. 
the reports of the, labor seermry of the , colony of Xew Zealand were 
as glcoiiiy Tcaiblig as those of any other country-. 

Henry D. IJoyd, a man who was very much impressed wfith 
New Zeaisuid and its reforms, teUsais in his hook “Newest England” 
that even now—i.c.in boom time.s—the streets of the larger cities of 
Xew Zealand swarm with young men and women, who, "unfortunately 
are not unemployed, though their hands are idle.” And he adds, “when 
a traveler reads the police rqwrts of (he principal Australian cities, he 
feels as if he were at home in Xew York, London, or some other 
Sodom or Gomorrah. 

Besides, there are all sorts of rings in New 2 ^aland, as we Itad 
thm in this country twenty-five years ago. AVc have outgrown the 
"ring” stage jo America — we liave "trusts.” But in New Zealand 
jiist now they have a "sheep ring’’ and a "coal ring" and a "timber 
ring” and a "combine" of Inc great meat freezing exporters against 
the sheep fanners. 

So capitalism is sti’.l veiv much alive in New Zealand.

Yet there is no doubt, that New- Zealand is far ahead in a good 
many respects. Social reforms liave at least abolished ^uperism, 
which wds tremendous in 1800, and they have imde New Zealand the 
most well-lti-do eountry in the world. 

This was accomplished b>< the (act that New Zealand has gotten 
back most cl the land to the pecqile or is on the way of getting it. 

"By i8go,” says Prof. Parsons, in his "Story of New Zealand," 
"more than 80 per cent of the jicuplc had fio land. Gniy 14 per cent, 
of the white peculation were landlords, while one per cent, of the 
landowners possessed 40 per cent, of the realty values.” 

At that time. New ^aland had tried a government ownership 
of. railroads for 30 years (since 1870) and also a municipal owner¬ 
ship of public utilities for many years. And yet the colony was in the 
grutest distress in 189a Peup'e "’efe running away from it, if they 
ccKikl get money enough to make their escape. The trades union.* 
tried a big strike and fsuled absolutely. 

The only valuable thing that the nujority of .New Zcataniler* l-,a<l 
left was their vote- And they anplietl this rem^y. Tlicv s-oted. 
They decided to get |iossesskin of the land, and they did it in the sim¬ 
plest way, by taxation. ■

Milwaukee was\at one time a 
staid and relatively'moral city, but 
the Dave Rose “wide open town” 
regime caused a most deplorable 
change, so tlut at the present day 
there is immorality in tlx very 
atmosphere and it is claimed that 
there isn't a rottener city for its size 
in the entire United States. As the 
chief was chief during tlx entin: 
Rose administration his present 
anxiety to weed out the worst of the 
dens has been taken'with some 
allowances. The places on the 


cliicf's blacklist, were all .saloons 
run in connection with houses of 
[irostitution. 

Aid. .Seidel presented a list of 
places operated as "European 
hotels” and wihe-room .saloons and 
askerl that the chief submit a detailed 
report a» to tlx character of the 
places according to the knowledge 
which his department naturally 
gains of such places, and his request 
went through with \-ariou5 other 
places addcil. so tiat the new pro- 
po.se<l blacklist consists uf thirteen 
jxrsons. It will thus be up to the 
chief to stiow if he is really anxious 
to clean up the city, or whc.hcn 
there are dens tiat have a pul' in 
official circles. 

The main interest of the So« 
cialists in the matter lies in the fact 
that working women of the city arc 
furnishing victims for commercial 
vice in Milwaukee in almost un- 
a'Scountable numbers.

Meanwhile in the I'ntvcrsal German Workingnten’s .Association. 
tliC antagotiism between the trailes uniui.s graiiuaily increased. At 
tlw eotuctuion of the as>ociation in 187J. Toeike pleaded for the dis- 
solutii'ti of the workingtnm's lleitefit Siwiefy, the name taken by the 
I'niversai Woikingnien's .Mltance. fouitdcil in l8f>8. and the unions 
affiliated with it. This pro]«.isitif-n was so far embodied in a resolu¬ 
tion that an empitalic wnrning was given agaitist ailvancing the trades 
union movement at tltc exjK'nse of the iwilitical movcinetu. 

The resolution was reficated next vear at the general convention 
of the assiH.'iation in I'rankfort-on-thc-Main. and in 1874 at the Han¬ 
over general coiivenlii ii. In the la.ivr resolution, those who contimfed 
to nnsh the trades union movenu-nt into the foreground, in spite of the 
previous ri*sol,:tions of the convnr.i-m. were hranded as traitors to the 
working Ca-s. Iiccause "they injured the (Hilitical agitation of ihc I'ni- 
vcrsal German Workingmen's Asssociation in a most unjustifiable 
manner.’’ 

Those in a jKisition to kmnv. maintain that even Schwcilaer, al¬ 
though in following rritzsehe’s advice in l8(>8 he liad heliwd to start 
thc.rnivcrsal Workingmen’s .Mlianec. nevertheless regarded the fliwir- 
ishing trades unkuis with very mixed feelings, since he felt that they 
would gradually get mil from under his infinenee. 

However, in the camp of the .■'ocial-Dcmocratic lailior party, the 
so-called Kisenach faction, the altitude towards the nniiins was en¬ 
tirely different. On this side was the cahinct-maker, York, llic actual 
leader of the trades union movement. .At the trades nnif.n congress in 
Erfurt. (June 15-17. 1872) he offered the following resolution, which 
was unanimously ailoptcd: 

"In considcralk n of the fact, that the euiiitalist (s wer etiually of- 
presses and exploits all workingmen, no matter whether they are con¬ 
servative, pnigressive. lilwral or Sorial-Dcinocrats, this congress de¬ 
clares it to be the sacred duty of the workingmen, to lay aside all 
parly strife, in order to create the conditions for a vigorous and suc¬ 
cessful resistance on the neutral ground of a united trades union or- 
gamra/fini. to secure their‘threatened < xistcncc and to coruiucr (or 
themselves an im[>rovtmcl in their class comlitions." 

This resolution further demanded that the different factions of 
the SiH'ial-Dcmocr.ntir labor jiarty es|ircially should further tlic trades 
imion movement, and regretted that the I'niversai German Working¬ 
men's .-\ssociation had adopteil the above nK-nliimcd llostile resolution. 

It is Certain that the former nnfriendiv sentiment of a )iart of the 
Social-DiMiKH-racy against the trades unions hail led the latter to be¬ 
lieve that the party gave them insufficient sjipjMirt. During almost 
^ree dccailes. the inemhers of the unions fnnnrlnl by the Social-Democ¬ 
racy lielicvcd it to be the duty of the iiarty to serve the unions in every 
way. Prrxif of this can l>c found in the convcniimis of tlic Social- 
Dcmocralic |iarty held at Halle in l8yo, at llerlin in l8y2, at Cologne 
in iSiJd. etc. 

On the other hand, the iiarty believed that the siiecial mission of 
tlic trades unions, was to serve more or less as recruiting grounds 
for the Social-Democracy. Many Social-Democrats lent them their 
support on this ground. I myself at hrst regarded the trades miions 
from this stand|x>iiu. 

When in 1875 the two factions of the German Social-DeiiMKracy 
united at Gotlla—the I'niversai German W’orkingnien’s .Association 
and the Social-Denxicratic jarty founded at Eiseiach in l8hfj—this 
resulted also in the unification of the trades unions on both sides. 
How ilcslructive to the Socialist union movement the division in the 
political party had been up to this time, is shown by the comlnct of 
Fritzsche as president of the L'niversal Gcrnan To^cco and Cigar- 
iiakers union. To hold his union together, he was obliged to remain 
strictlv neutral after the organization of the Eisenach faction, al¬ 
though he was at hcart^an adherent of the Universal German Work¬ 
ingmen's Union (the l^ssalle faction). The incmebrs of his union 
were divided in the two &>ciaiist camps. 

Immediately after the umty Congress in Ciotha, the union leaders 
of the two till now divider! camps held a conference, in order to 
bring about also a consolidation of the trades unions. Toelcke mean¬ 
time had abandoned his position of hostility to ilu‘ trades unions. He 
now presented a resolution which was acxeptcd and which ran as 
follows: That although the trades union organizations ai 4 not .suffi¬ 
cient to-tlwroughlv and permanently improve the condition of tue 
workingmen, yet they arc nevertheless awpted to temporarily raise 
the material condition of the latter, to further their development and 
bring them to a consciousness 01 their class condition. It was 
therefore declared to be the duty of the workingmen to join a trade 
union or to start one in case suclyCn orgsnization did not exist in their 
trade. ' 

At this conference, it was further resolved that it is the duty of 
the trades union movement to keep/•off/.« out of the trades unlotrs, 
but to join the Social-Democratic Party of Germany—the name of the 
now united party—since it alone couM make the political and indus¬ 
trial position of the workers completely worthy of human existence. 

Meanwhile, the persecution of the trades unions as political so¬ 
cieties had begun, first of all in the- kingdom of Saxony. There the 
fcntencing of Liebknccht and myself in the Leipzig trial for high 
treason caused a very bitter feeling among the organized working¬ 
men which found expression in mass meetings and in the labor press. 
The Saxon authorities retdied to this by proceeding against tliejparty 
and the trades unions. They looked upon the unions in different 
places as independent political societies am' accordingly broke 
them up. 

In the next year (1873)) Bismarck tried to deal a death blow to 
the trades union movement He introduced a bill in the Reichstag for 
the criminal punishment of contract-breaking. The Reichstag, liow- 
cyer, rejected it 

Nevertheless he discovered in Tessendorf a tool who seemed just 
to correspond to his wishes. In 1874 Tessendorf had been summoned 
from Magdeburg, where as state's attorney he had won his spurs in 
the fight against Social-Democracy and had been made state's attorney 
in the municipal court of Berlin. Here he found kindred spirits in 
the members of the seventh district, (a labor district). 

Tessendorf, like the Saxon judges, regarded the trades unions 
as political societies, which had been fomed contrary to the Prussian 
bw in remrd to societies. The jndges of the seventh district, like the 
court of Cambers and the supreme court, accepted this interpretation. 

Dissolutions of trades unions and confiscations of their funds now 
became the order of the day. The trades unions tried to escape'this 
persecution by removing their headenwters from Berlin and other 
Russian cities to places outside of fVussb. But they gained only a 
brief respite. Then came the Anti-Socialist law (October, 18^) 
and mercilessly mowed down as dangerous to the government that 
which had been created by a decade of hard and .self-sacrificing labor. 

Only the printer^' union and the unioiis of ship-can^ters, 
•addlers, uphedsterers and leather workers continued in existence. 
Also not one hair of the Hirsch-Dunker trade societies was tooched. 
They were considered lo\-al to the government and harmless to the capi¬ 
talists. The iron-cbd pledge which since tliat t'tne they have forced 
upon th -ir members, according to which none of tliem can belong to tbe 
Socbl-Democracy. it rightly considered one of tbe basest means of 
coercing their consciences, and is worthy their capitalist leadership. 

The printers' nnion could permanently save its life only by bow¬ 
ing under tlie Gaudbn yoke forced upon it by Herr Von lAittkamer, 
of Anti-Socialist bw memory. When it tried to escape the tricks of 
the Leipzig'police court by removing its headquarters from Leipzig 
to Stuttf^, Herr von Puttkamer threatened to con.sider it as an in¬ 
surance office and subject it to the lYussian insurance bw, unless it 
accepted tbe following conditions: 1 st, to remove the headquarters of 
the union to’ Berlin; 2nd, not to elect politically offensive persons 
(that i.«, not to elect any Socialists) to its executive board; 3rd, that 
the authorities should lave the ri^htto confirm or reject the executive 
boai'd. The printers' imion submitted, for which, of course, it was 
severely censured in the circles of ebst-emteious workingmen. 

After the fall of the Anti-Socialist bw in 1890, the trades union 
movement, having bin low during' its continuance,' beg:an anew to 
gain ground, although slowly. The industrial crisis, which b^:an in 
the year 1890, after a short period of business activity, and lasted till 
was now the chief dimcaltr. In trade* tmioa circles the main 
season for^this small growth 'was suppose to be the indifference and 
rroi, as/aais claimM, the hastily of a pdrtkm of tbe party and their 
leaders. Hence tbe excited discussioas at the above memioned con¬ 
ventions in the first half of the niiieties and at meeting* and in tbe 
' UorprcM. 

with the great epoch of pro^ierity b eginni ng in 1895 and coo- 
inmg to ffie pruwsrt day, tbe sttnabon changed.

The Molders’ Strike, 

The Molders' strike progresses, 
and the outlook gets better from 
week to week. The trouble is the 
molders arc such cussed, nervy fel¬ 
lows that wliile they arc careful to 
respect the laws they do not wa.ste 
a minute in applying the tactics of 
their figlit. They know that jicr- 
'''aiion is better titan knuckles .an j 
while some of the strike-breakers 
brought in here arc.a pretty low 
down kit, on whose brutalized 
minds pure reasoning is wastctl. 
there is no use to appeal to such 
creatures for they never remain 
long in a place and will ruin enougli 
work to get themselves out'of town 
of their own accord. It is the ap¬ 
prentices and innocent young fel¬ 
lows brought in umler false pre¬ 
tenses b)' the foundry-men’s organi¬ 
zation that can be reasoned with, 
and wIk) have consciences tliat can 
be appealed to. Although the foun- 
drymen liave armed fheir strike 
breakers, it isonlyhcreandthcrctltat 
one of them is enough of a thug 
to attempt to ur ihem, and this 
they ilo in a well known way—that 
of pretending that they .liave had to 
do so in self-defense. These arc 
old strike-breaker tactics, and have 
l)een employed in every strike of 
anv size. 

^Ieantimc the foundry-men are 
trying to use tlie court.* as a 
weaixm of intimidation. The past 
week the “discovery" hearings be¬ 
fore Commissioner Hazelton were 
resumed. Bros. Henry Habicht. 
Joseph Garoch, Robert Winkler, 
Business .^gent .Schwab and others 
have leeii pumpeil judicially and 
the bosses’ attorney, Vv. J. Turner, 
lias succcetled in learning nothing 
more damaging tiun that the 
strikers are fighting for shorter 
hours, higher wages and the re¬ 
cognition of the organization as a 
protection to the men. Bro. Garoch. 
in reply to question bv tlie strikers' 
attotney, William RuHn, said that 
he had had tw-o-years' sH’ooling in 
this country: that the men wanted 
Washington’s birthday and elec¬ 
tion day as holidays: the nine-hour 
day: pay by the w-eek, etc. 

The witnesses admitted tliat the 
unions had resnrtei] to systematic 
picketing of the V’ilter conqumy 
plant, but all denied that the strike 
had been in anv way forwarrled by 
the practice, "fltcy also denied that 
the picketing had resulted in dam¬ 
age to tlie property or business of 
the company. All witnesses denied 
tliat vicdence or threats bail been 
resorted to or tliat they liad rc- 
ccivcil instructions from tlie union 
officials to commit acts of riolcncc.

The chargee of the divc-k<-eper I’reiss tliai b« h.as bad to con¬ 
tribute money year in ami year out to cerlaiji mefnbers of the Mil¬ 
waukee police dcpirlmcnt, in order to lie free from molestation, has 
ended in the utter rout of the man w ho dared make the charge. The 
capitalist (apers sought in every wav.to make thi* collapse of the ease 
as sweeping as (Missible and to show that the detective department 
was alxivc suspicion. I’rciss was angered because lie had suffered 
with the others'by rca.s<in of the chiefs action in limiting the black¬ 
list display to saloons that were run in connection with houses of 
prostitution. So he made charges that lie liad been rcgularlv held up. 

The police de|artment has little to fear from a nan of the Preiss 
type, for his low and vulgarized nature would naturally cause him 
to sjioil his case by his evident desire to make it as strong as pos¬ 
sible. It is clear that he tried to btdster r.p his charges bv a cooked- 
up cash book. 

With Preiss’ ipiorance and dishonesty on the one side and on the 
other the invisible liig stick tliat ac!e(inrtment can swing overtheheadof 
any saloonkcciier who invites its displeasure, the police department 
could be sure of a vindication, whethi r it deserves it or not. .And there 
was something rather susiiiciotis in the way tlie claih press was usetl 
to show that Preiss was wholly without a case.

Moreover nany of these saUxms are naiiitaincd by work¬ 
ingmen who have l>cen erowded out of their former employments as 
skilled artisans by the workings of the capitalist system. It was cither 
starvation for their families or set up in the only business ojicn to 
them.
